Hundreds of workers early this af- 
ternoon passed thru the undertaking 
rooms of Joseph Langwne in the West 
End, where the bodies of Sacco and 
Vanzetti have been held while unsuc- 
cessful attempts were made to secure 
a hall where they could lie in state. 

Police activities prevented the de- 
fense committee from securing a hall. 
The committee tried labor halls but 
none could be secured, one woman 
owner having a carpenter erect a bar- 
ricade. 

Meanwhile, attempts to hold a 
“death march” across the city was 
meeting with opposition from the po- 
lice.

. Hoover Embarrassed. 

The department, according to
